Regarding 
this matter Mr. Smith said the i:mmi- 
grstion Department did ell in «heir 
power to protect against the importa- 
iion of disease. European immigrants 
ad te pass Tour medica: exam@iations 
between the time cftheir booking at 
Liverpool or continental ports and their 
Yeaving Winnipeg for the West. If 
they developed disease it was after 
Yeaving Winnipeg. He said he did not 
think the Government was justified in 
building a quarentine Lospital here 
more than In any other town where 
settlers were getting off the rains. 
He gald, however, they would be quite 
willing to kave tents belonging to the 
Department used for isolation camps if 
necessary. 

Questioned about the English colon- 
ists expected for the Britannia Colony 
the commissioner said the Department 
ted still no Information of any move- 
ment of Jarge parties such as some 
expected. A few were coming on ev- 
ery ship, some booked for Strathcona, 
others for Saskatoon. 

On Wednesday Mr. Smith drove to 
Fort Saskatchewan in company with 
Dr. Arekibald, the local health officer 
of the Immigration Department, and 
was delighted with the appearance of 
the country and the growing crops. 


Lost His Temper 


Red Deer Advocate: On Saturday af- 
ternoon last, during a game of base- 
bail ‘between two jocai teams a dispute 
arose between J. McClellan and Lewis 
Hendford, two youths about 18 years 
of age.

It was feared at one time that 
his life could not be saved, but later 
reports indicate that he is slowly re- 
covering. : 

It is regrettable thit a boy who has 
arrived at an age of discretion, shou‘d 
so far ToSe controi cf his temper as 
to almost kill Kis play-fellow in a pal- 
try dispute. Too many young fellows 
seem to take a pride in the display 
of their temper rather than in the 
contro! of tt. We ‘hope this accident 
will give them a warning..

Westerner Returns From 
Africa 


Winnipeg Telegram: It is only two 
weeks ago to-day that a well known 
Winnipegger turned upp home ecgain 
from South Africa with an interesting 
grist of news from the latest “red 
spot” on the world’s map. Yesterday 
another Canadian did likewise in the 
person of Walter McGregor, soni of a 
well known and prosperous farmer of 
ihe Grenfell Sistrict, Donaid W. Me- 
Gregor. This. latest arrival from the 
fand of gold mines, Kaff'rs, and, inci- 
dentally, Chinamen, has had a most 
dizzy time on :kis homeward jourrey. 
His story, tola in his own way, ‘is most 
interesting : 

“T went Sut. to South Africa about 
three ard a half years ago,” said Mr. 
McGregor to a /representative of “he 
Telegram yesterday, “and in a very 
ebort time had my first experience of 
what war Is, but itt rather a homeo- 
pathic form, for the Boers were de- 
ginning to feel that John Bull was not 
the snail ‘they had taken him to o6e. 
When I recefved my discharge trem 
the South African Constabulary just 
after the termination cf hostilities, I 
betook myself to Lorenzo Marquez, at 
Delagea Bay, ‘Portuguese Bast Africa, 
where I remained busily engaged in the 
shippir ; business until the fifth of Ap- 
ril last, when I sailed for home on the 
German East Afriea mail Steamship, 
*Kurfurst’ for London, ‘Engiahd. 

“How did you leave bus’ness in the 
land of the Portuguesa, Mm MeGreg- 
orp?” asked the scribe. 

“It was Very bad, indeed, end wages 
were getting lower owin# to @epres- 
sion in business and the lafge influx 
of unemployed trom the Transvaal. 
There is a Targe colony cf Canadians 
in Lorenzo Marquez. the white man's 
stave’ of South Africa, but they at-

“I have indeed,” replied Mr. McGreg- 
cr. “Canadian timber arrives there fre- 
quenily, and from al! I have tearned 
is highly prized for its excellence, as 
is als> Canadian flour. When I first 
went Into business there it was my duty 
to check many cargoes of goods, and 
emorg Cther things that surprised me 
from Canada as weil 2s timber, was 
the large amount of Ogilvie’s flour 
consigned to the various large centres 
of the Transvaal. I believe that in Lo- 
renzo Marquez there are ajJready three 
large firnts transaciing a large busi- 
ness in this well known Canadian pro- 
cuct.* 

“Dig you come home by the east or 
west coast?” was the next question 
fui to the homeward bound traveler. 

“I came by the east coast and a most 
interesting trip it -was through the 
Rec Sea and the Mediterranean, al- 
though rather hot in the former. As 
there {fg nothing particularity good to 
be said about any Of the Egyptian 
ports at “which we stopped, I shall 
pass them by without further com- 
ment. Winnipeggers I believe being of 
a rather religious turn of mind, at 
least I am led to believe so, since I 
was informed to-day that Sunday street 
Cars are conspicuous by their absence 
in Winnipeg, which I suppose will, 
kLowever, be up-to-date by and by. 

“The most exciting part of the trip 
cecurred at 2.10 in the morning on the 
Sth of May, when the passengers re- 
ceived a very ruce awakening, for the 
ship had bumped up against the rocks 
off Cape Segres, in a~iense fog, on 
the coast of Portugal, a short distance 
out of the etraits of Gibraltar. Pan- 
demonium immediately began its reign ; 
women Mirleked and prayed; children 
howled their best, and “men mostly 
swore, for I may tell you the average 
man from South Africa is an artist in 
the use of expletives. The crew .m- 
mediately ruSned for the life boats, 
which they managed to man in about 
twenty minutes. Meanwhile the captain 
had the sftuation pretty well sized up, 
and the passengers soothed to such an 
extent that they partook of coffee in 
about @#n ‘bour’s “ime. Then all wait- 
ed for what might happen next, which 
turnec out to be the arrival of the tug 
boat ‘Condor.’ After sizing up the 
ituation she put out to sea to secure 
assistance from two English ships that 
had been sighted. These, however, 
being shert of coal, passed by, and it 
was not until the ‘Condor’ went off 
again shoreward and brought hack the 
Netherland liner ‘Arcndo’ that good and 
sure assistanc2 arrived. The passengers 
were transferred and the next day all, 
including the crew, safely disembarked 
at Lisbon, where the agents of the 
German East Africa line showed them 
€very courtesy and finally sent them 
on to their various destinations safe 
and sound. 
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‘About twelve hours after the ‘Kur- 
fursi,’ a 6,000 ton ship, struck, she 
wes swallowed up. by the waves and 
now lies safely locked away in Davey 
Jones’ locker.”

“I have Indeed. There is such dis- 
Satisfaction existing there now that

It appears to us that the time is 
ripe for a careful consideration of this 
mecter of a bigh level bridge by the 
two municipilities, the Dominion gov- 
ernment and all the railway com- 
panies which prepose to cross the Sas- 
It is ne- 
cessary to the rapidly growing inter- 
course of the two towns that there 
should be another bridge between 
them for general traffic and that in 
the most direct line possible between 
the business centres. The present 
bridge has answered a good purpose, 
but never was located in the right 
plese to accommodaie the general 
traffic and since the one jevel is now 
used for both rail and wagon traf- 
fic, -it is increasingly less commodi- 
ous and more inadequate for the traf- 
fic of both classes it is called upon to 
carry. 

There sre many advantages that 
would accrue to all concerned if a 
high level bridge were built between 
the towns at the joint cost of the Do- 
minicn government and all the rail- 
Way companies now having lines pro- 
jected through here. In the first 
place there would be a great econoniy 
in granting to all interested the 
greatest accommodation possible at 
the least possible cost. Under such 
conditions, 2 more expensive bride 
couid be and necessarily would be 
built than if any one of the corpora- 
tions interested undertook the work.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


An» even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitcba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
peses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less 


ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
sonally at the local land office for 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the locai agent 
for the district in which the Jand is 
situate, receive authority for sore 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 


HOMESTEAD DUTIiES.—A setiler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
plars: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
npon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible to make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for. the issue of such patent, 

untersigned in the manner pres- 
eeed by. this Act, and has obtained 
entry for, a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. : 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. oz
